GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS 


Property comprises a parcel from 163d to 165th Streets, front¬ 
ing on Riverside Drive and extending to Fort Washington Avenue, 
the plant embracing a group of six brick and stone buildings. The 
main building is a substantial structure of the old type, seventy- 
five years old, and the most modern are the hospital and the 
children's annex.

DORMITORIES 


I.arge institutional units of 46 to 78 beds, light, airy and well 
kept. Exception to this is the 11. K. Annex (Boys’ Kindergarten) 
formerly the contagihus hospital and no longer needed for patients, 
to which the little boys have been transferred from the third floor 
of the main building. This building is entirely fireproof, was 
altered and renovated and affords a dormitory of eighteen beds on 
each of its three floors. Girls' High Class Section is arranged in 
cubicles for three or four. Walls and ceilings badly need painting. 
Dormitory on the second floor of the laundry building has beerr^ 
furnished with wooden screens affording the privacy of single cubicles 
for the women employees. Good staff quarters on the second floor 
of main, giving private rooms, lied;, generally, were in good condi¬ 
tion, well painted, clean and comfortable, except that some springs 
sagged.

There are two kitchens in the basement of the main building, 
the larger for the preparation of the children's meals, the smaller 
for the staff cooking; also, convenient adjunct rooms, such as the 
meat room and the bakery, where all the baking for the 
institution is done in an old-fashioned brick oven still giving good 
service. Two good storerooms take care of the food supplies, one 
for dry groceries, the other for |ierishable goods, containing the 
built-in general ice-cooled refrigerator of good type, affording 
proper separation of foods and maintained at proper temperature. 
A pantry and scullery adjoins the children’s dining room, which 
has been improved by a good type steel warming closet and the 
donation of an Autosan monel metal dishwasher, apparently 
affording excellent service. Several new modern labor-saving 
devices have been provided to facilitate food preparation, such as 
a Hobart Combination Food Chopper, a set of monel metal hot 
water and coffee urns for the staff and an electric ice cream 
freezer, now making it possible to include ice cream on the 

The separate Laundry Building and Power House provides 
two excellent rooms on the first floor for the laundry work of the 
institution, which are bright, have cross ventilation and are in good 
condition. Access to the machinery has been guarded by the 
erection of a high wire mesh fence. Practically all the equipment 
is new, except the three washers, namely a 4-roller mangle, two 
pressers, two extractors, a tumbler and three stone washtubs, all 
of modern type. Attention is directed to the belts of the brass

FIRE PROTECTION 


Hospital and the Boys’ Annex are entirely fireproof and the older 
structures appear adequately protected, especially since the conver- 
sion of the four wooden stairways into fire towers giving egress from 
the main building and dormitories. F’.xterior iron fire-escapes on all 
buildings easily accessible. If the Kirkerbender Spiral Chute would 
afford ixit in an emergency, it seems advisable to indicate its location 
like any other tire-escape, by lettered signs and red lights at night. 
'I he drafly, main, open circular ball ar.d staircase can be shut off 
by a drop metal curtain. There are three well placed direct connec¬ 
tions to the Fire Departmeit on the property and a modern internal 
bre alarm on every floor. Filled fire pails and chemical extinguishers 
arc generously distributed thtoughout but a few of the latter are 
inconspicuously placed in private lavatories. Seven persons are on 
active night duly, a clerk in the office and four on patrol with clock 
registers, two men and two women, miking eleven rounds. Pupils 
and lit ir can takers are regularly drilled.

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HEALTH conditions 

(Admission Quarantine, Medical and Dental Services, Physical and Mental 
Examinations, Hospital end Isolation) 

There are no facilities for Admission Quarantine and none has ever 
been maintained. I’upils have the privilege of spending week-ends 
at home and on return their clothing worn is fumigated. 

I)r. Edward H. Rogers, 108 East 86th Street, the Attending 
Physician, visits every morning during the school term and with two 
other doctors is on call at all times. 

l)r. Edward \V. Nies, Dentist, comes twice a week, spending from 
9 to 2:80 p.m ., and makes a general dental examination two to three 
times annually. 

A physical examination on admission is made by the Attending 
Physician, which includes vaccination and later immunization against 
diphtheria and scarlet fever. If indicated, other tests are taken at 
an outside clinic or Public Health Station. 

Mental examination is not routine. 

All health activities center in the three-story, modern, fireproof 
hospital, which lately has been renovated and attractively painted. 
Eirst door provides an excellent clinic, well equipped and supplied, a 
dental room, two waiting rooms and nurses' rooms; second floor, 
separate boys’ and girls' wards of 19 beds each, two double rooms 
and one single for adults or isolation, room for medical and linen 
supplies, diet kitchen with electric refrigerator and recreation-dining 
room for up patients; third floor, isolation wards of 10 beds for 
boys and girls and a 4 bed room for use of either sex. All the beds 
have been painted green, in harmony with the color scheme. S|iecial 
bath, lavatory and toilet facilities for each division, boys and girls, 
and fire protection adequate. Hospital in charge of a registered 
nurse, assisted by a practical nurse and two experienced under¬ 
graduates all subject to regular hospital routine and one on active 
night duty Daily morning inspection of pupils by the head nurse 
and frequent dispensary and clinic hours every day. There were 
16 patients, 11 in bed and 5 ambulant, 14 colds and influenza, 1 sore 
mouth from grip|>e and 1 periodic stomach upset. 

Contagious cases, excepting measles, are now sent to the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Hospitals, usually the Willard Parker. Others may 
be sent to the Knickerbocker Hospital or to St. I,tikes, where 
institution has an endowed lied. Nose, throat and eye conditions 
are usually treated at the Harlem Eye and Ear Hospital or the 
Manhattan Eye, Ear and Throat Hospital.

RECREATION 

Grounds afford an athletic field and a separate good-sized play¬ 
ground for boys and girls, both of which have been improved by 
the donation of a new jungle gym and a slide. Many trophies attest 
to the proficiency of the pupils in outdoor sports. Majority go home 
for the summer and a large number take advantage of the privilege 
of visiting over the week-end. 

There are no homelike group living rooms but two large general 


the instruction of the deaf. While training in oral speech and 
reading is emphasized, every medium known for imparting knowledge 
and reaching the individual child is utilized, manual signs, visual 
instruction and mechanical devices to aid in the awakening and 
cultivation of the sense of tone perception present. A Meyer's 
Radio Ear was recently purchased at a cost of SI,440 installed and 
a portable one for S690. Periodical tests are made with the audio¬ 
meter and an audiophone is in use. Some children articulate well 
and readily read the lips. The school is under the supervision of the 
State Department of Education and the State Syllabus is followed, 
adapted to the peculiar needs. Classes range from Kindergarten to 
High Class, a modified high school course. As art has a special 
appeal to these children, the school embraces a comprehensive course 


Catholic Church 97, Protestant Episcopal 41, Lutheran 13, Jewish 
Synagogue 40. 

The Trades School Building provides good floor space, well lighted 
and ventilated, for a modernly equipped carpenter shop and a print¬ 
ing office with linotype machines. In the former repairs and cabinet 
work are done and in the latter all the printing for the institution in 
the course of trade training. Sign painting is also taught and 
correlated with the art course. 

A large, light sewing room in the main building affords excellent 
up-to-date facilities for teaching the girls dressmaking. Many of 
the uniform dresses are made here. There is also some training in 
domestic science. 

All pupils over fourteen years spend a hatf*ljiy in academic studies 
and a half-day in trade school, aim being to lit every student to 
earn a livelihood. 

For convenience and economic training a canteen has been set up 
in a playroom, giving the children an opportunity to purchase candy, 
etc., on the premises. 

DISCIPLINE 

Military training is a special feature of this institution and is 
unique among schools for the deaf. It apparently modifies the 
problems of discipline by fostering a respect for order and prompt 
obedience and is considered particularly adapted to the handicaps of 
this class. Corporal punishment of a serious nature is not resorted 
to, but a refractory child might be deprived of the uniform for a day 
or two or forfeit some privilege or pleasure. One little girl was 
obliged to stand during dinner as a sanction for the morning's mis¬ 
conduct. Effort, character and proficiency along every line of 
endeavor are appreciated and publicly recognized by the awarding 
of many prizes at the annual closing exercises of the school. 

AFTER CARE 

No regular system of supervision after discharge has been develop¬ 
ed. Majority of the pupils gradually become adjusted to their 
community by summers and week-end visits at home, but there are 
probably some without proper homes to return to or who may 
require help in securing employment or guidance for a time. Each 
graduate receives One Hundred Dollars as a start from the Jesup 
Fund. 

IMPROVEMENTS INITIATED BY THE INSTITUTION SINCE LAST REPORT 

Many repairs and replacements have been marie as needed anil 
many improvements introduced, the most important of which are 
mentioned under the various captions.
